Nortonville, Ky., Dec. 10—
Details of another Possum Haon-
ter outrage and the lLoldest yet
committed in Hopkins Oouonty,
came to light today with the de-
partare from thiscity of George
Keplinger and tamily after his
home had been wvisited by uani-
deuntified men who on two wvisits
left letters of warnivg for Kep-
linger to Jeave the community
and on their third visit 10sulted
Mrd. Kemplinger, who was alone
iu the house, by slspping her
face. The attack on the woman
was made yesterday morning.

Keplivnger, who has been man-
ager of the local office of the
Cuomberland Telephone: Oom-
pauy, for the past two years, on
Jleaving the city today said he
proposed to take his family to
the home of hie wife’s mother,
Mre. Annie  Barker, who “lives
foor miles edst of Madisoanville
and then go back to Nortonville
and “‘see the thing thru.”

He says nothing but the fullest
investigatien of the ontrages will
lsatisfy him. It'is ‘#aid he pro.
'poses to ark the Governor's wid
iuoless the county officials appre-
hend the culrpite.

Aceordiug to Mres, Keplinger,
she was in the front room of
her homeé when she heard some
one enter the ktchen., Thinking
her husband bad retorned to the
house she did not pay further at.
tention, until later when she
heard strange footsteps in another
part of the bouse. Investigating,
she was met at the door by =&
man she did not know, wh poun-
&d a revolver at her . Agk

ed, she watWmestioned why she
bad vot deliversd to hersiwsbam)
a letter andisome matohes which ||
had been left at gheir bome on
‘BhivkagiViog ' Day. Mre, Kemp
}inger told the man her husband
had received the letter and the
stranger, who seemed nofariated
at her reply, slapped her in the
face. -

Told to Acoompany Stranger

Washington, Dee. 9.—That the
Uoited States army be immed:
iately recrnited to its full streng-
th, which wounld mean the addi-
tion of 25,000 mea and 1,000 of-
ficers, in urged by Becretary Gar-
rison, of the War Department, in

"[h'il anouel report -presented to-

day to President. Wilson.

Such aw “inérdise wounld give
the regular army a total of about
120/000  mev~\ of ‘whom 50,000
would be available as a mobile
fighting forod ¥s the continental
Upited Statese. The present mo-
bile strength of 31,000, the Seo-
retary points ont, soon will be
cat in half by additions to the
garrisons in the caval zove, Ha-
waii and the Philippins.
